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V.P.  Corner

With  Thanksgiving  just  around  the  corner,  I  have  November  26th 
through  the  28th  circled  for  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society’s 
fall  show.  As  a  join-again  members  of  MSNS,  I’ve  always  enjoyed  the 
show,  but  until  a  friend  of  mine  from  the  Monroe  Coin  Club  gave 
me  a  membership  for  attending  an  auction  and  buying  a  lot  that  he 
wanted,  I  had  left  the  MSNS  in  protest  over  some  different  things  I 
didn’t  think  were  handled  correctly  25+  years  ago.  That  happens  with 
clubs  sometimes. 

The  MSNS  show  is  a  large  show  with  150+  tables/dealers.  It  is  held 
every  Thanksgiving  weekend  and  again  in  the  spring  with  a  some¬ 
what  smaller  bourse  area.  It  is  held  in  Dearborn,  Michigan  which  is 
a  suburb  of  Detroit.  It  is  held  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  which  has  a  large 
convention  arena  attached  to  it.  I  have  usually  been  fairly  lucky  in 
finding  some  nice  bars,  rounds,  and/or  sets  of  silver  at  the  show.  This 
show  was  where  I  had  my  first  face-to-face  meeting  with  some  of  the 
names  you  read  about  in  The  Silver  Bugle. 

I  used  to  try  and  get  a  regional  meeting  of  IASAC  members  together  at 
the  MSNS  show  to  meet,  greet  and  share  silver  issues  with  one  anoth¬ 
er.  However,  with  the  passing  of  time  and  members  that  has  become  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

The  first  meeting  I  had  with  an  IASAC  member  there  was  with  Steve 
Rood.  His  vision  and  health  had  been  worsening,  and  his  daughter 
had  driven  him  to  the  show.  I  had  an  interesting  conversation  with 
him  and  did  a  biographical  piece  about  him  at  that  time  for  the  Bugle. 

I  enjoyed  our  conversation  immensely  and  had  hoped  that  we  would 
get  together  again  for  more  chats  in  the  future.  He  even  invited  me  to 
visit  him  at  his  home  some  time  in  the  future.  An  invitation  I  regret 
no  following  up  on  at  the  time. 

Another  member  I  met  in  person  for  the  first  time  there  was  Ed  Lantz. 
Ed  came  because  of  my  invitation  also.  We  shared  dinner  together, 
and  he  told  me  how  he  had  stumbled  upon  one  of  those  once  in  a  life¬ 
time  finds  by  accident.  The  dealer  had  not  displayed  any  silver  bars/ 
round,  but  by  chance,  Ed  had  asked  him  if  he  had  any  unique  silver  he 
wanted  to  sell.  He  did,  and  when  he  showed  it  to  Ed,  it  was  an  in- 
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stant  sale.  Ifl  remember  correctly,  Ed  said  it  was  the  MEM  set  #1  -the 
tringot  set  of  the  12  days  of  Christmas  and  the  original  box.  1  believe 
Ed  told  me  he  bought  it  for  just  a  little  above  spot  silver  at  the  time. 

Envy  being  one  of  the  seven  deadly  sins  came  cover  me,  and  I  thought, 
“Why  wasn’t  1  smart  enough  to  ask  if  there  is  anything  for  sale  in  your 
stock  that  isn’t  displayed.”  1  did  learn  a  lesson  from  that  dinner  with 
Ed  -  just  because  it’s  not  in  the  dealer’s  case,  don’t  be  afraid  to  ask  if 
there’s  anything  else  available.  That  lesson  has  served  me  well  a  few 
times  in  discovering  some  unknown  treasures  that  might  have  been 
overlooked  ifl  hadn’t  asked. 

This  year  I’ve  been  asked  to  work  at  a  table  of  a  friend  of  min  from 
Mich-TAMS.  Robert  “Bob”  Williams  is  one  of  the  most  knowledge¬ 
able  people  when  it  comes  to  tokens  and  medals.  He  handled  a  lot 
of  the  exonumia  that  came  out  of  the  James  J.  Curto  estate  -  anything 
from  So-called  dollars  to  Depression  script  to  silver-related  items.  I 
look  forward  to  being  at  Bob’s  table  so  I  can  soak  in  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible  about  what’s  out  there  for  token  and  medal  collectors.  Also,  I 
hope  to  sell  some  of  my  TAMS  that  no  longer  hold  any  interest  for  me 
and  maybe  some  foreign  coinage  that  has  a  .999  silver  or  .925  silver 
marking  on  it.  It’s  easy  to  say  you’re  selling  some  of  your  collection; 
it’s  another  to  actually  part  with  it.  Hopefully,  the  metal  market  will 
be  hitting  an  optimistic  note  that  weekend,  and  I'll  sell  some  Liberian 
silver  or  something. 

If  you’re  ever  interested  in  attending  the  MSNS  conventions,  whether 
it  be  the  fall  or  spring  show,  let  me  know.  I’d  love  to  have  some  IASAC 
members  to  talk  with  and  share  our  love  of  silver  art  collecting.

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ISRAEL  SILVER  ANNIVERSARY  ART  BARS 

by  Simcha  Kuritzky,  NLG 


Sometimes  timing  is  everything.  With  silver  art  bars,  the  magic 
year  was  1973.  After  two  centuries  of  struggling  with  a  bi-metallic 
and  later  a  gold  standard,  the  U.S.  had  finally  given  up,  abandon¬ 
ing  the  free  minting  of  silver  in  1873,  of  gold  in  1933,  and  finally 
the  gold  exchange  standard  in  1971.  Silver’s  rise  in  value  caused 
the  U.S.  to  stop  minting  silver  dimes  and  quarters  for  circulation  in 
1966  (though  dated  1964),  and  40%  silver  half  dollars  were  minted 
only  from  1965-1970.  In  the  early  Seventies,  the  only  silver  the 
U.S.  Mint  issued  were  special  40%  silver  Ike  dollars  for  collectors. 
The  cost  of  basic  goods  and  commodities  was  also  rising,  so  many 
Americans  chose  to  put  some  money  away  in  precious  metals. 

Since  gold  bullion  was  illegal  to  own,  they  made  do  with  silver,  and 
suddenly  silver  was  no  longer  available  at  their  local  bank.  This 
demand  was  amply  met  by  new  silver  bars.  J.  Archie  Kidd  lists  al¬ 
most  200  major  varieties  of  bars  from  1966-72,  while  the  number  of 
designs  and  minters  exploded  in  1973  with  almost  600  new  designs 
that  year  alone. 

The  year  1973  was  also  special  for  the  Jewish  state,  as  it  was  the  sil¬ 
ver  anniversary  of  her  independence.  Although  the  Jewish  govern¬ 
ment  (known  as  the  Jewish  Agency  or  Yishuv)  was  founded  in  1920 
and  got  a  seat  in  the  League  of  Nations  in  1929,  it  was  not  until  the 
British  withdrew  in  May,  1948  that  they  were  able  to  assert  sover¬ 
eignty.'  Arab  armies  seized  parts  of  the  new  country,  most  notably 
the  Jewish  Quarter  of  Jerusalem  with  the  Temple  Mount,  but  they 
were  unable  to  prevent  Israel  from  becoming  a  state.  Numismat¬ 
ics  was  not  a  top  priority  for  the  new  state,  and  Israel  did  not  start 
issuing  commemorative  coins  and  medals  until  1958,  which  were 
positively  received  by  a  growing  number  of  collectors.  In  1967, 
these  same  Arab  armies  joined  together  with  the  purpose  of  “push¬ 
ing  the  Jews  into  the  sea”,  but  thanks  to  Soviet  sabatoge,  were  hand¬ 
ily  defeated,  delivering  the  holy  city  of  Jerusalem  into  Jewish  hands. 
Ibe  resulting  euphoria  also  pushed  the  Israel  numismatic  market  to 
new  heights.  Mintages  were  increased  but  still  coins  sold  out.  With 
only  a  few  years  of  material  available,  collectors  quickly  completed 
their  sets  and  were  left  wanting  more.  The  silver  art  bar  market 
stepped  in  to  partially  fill  the  void  by  providing  a  number  of  bars 
celebrating  Israel’s  twenty-fifth  anniversary. 

Kidd  lists  nine  different  Israel’s  25th  anniversary  bars  in  the  fourth 
edition,  lhe  Buffalo  Silver  Ingot’s  only  issue  (BISL- 1 )  was  a  purple 
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or  blue  enameled  bar  with  a  simple  candelabra  (called  a  menora  in 
Hebrew)  and  ISRAEL  25  above,  1948  1973  to  either  side  and  SHA¬ 
LOM  (Hebrew  for  peace)  below.  These  bars  are  difficult  to  find. 

The  Great  Lakes  Mint  issued  a  bar  (GLM-10)  with  three  symbols 
of  the  state:  a  map  of  the  1949  Armistice  Lines  (already  6  years  out 
of  date),  a  tiny  Israel  flag  at  top  left,  and  a  small  coat  of  arms  with 
a  menora  flanked  by  olive  branches  at  bottom  right.  Above  these 
is  ISRAEL  25TH  ANNIVERSARY  and  below  is  1948-1973.  Some 
were  issued  with  the  misspelling  ISREAL.  These  are  one  of  the 
more  common  types. 

Particularly  rare,  with  a  mintage  of  only  300,  is  the  Liberty  Mint 
dual  freedom  commemorative  (LIBI-4).  It  shows  at  left  a  torch 
with  3  arms  coming  out  of  each  side  making  a  menora  with  IS¬ 
RAEL  -  25  YEARS  1973,  while  at  right  is  the  Liberty  Bell  with 
UNITED  STATES  -  200  YEARS  1976.  Beneath  both  is  the  legend 
ANNIVERSARIES  OF  FREEDOM. 

The  Mini  Mint  issued  a  one-third  ounce  bar  (MINI- 16)  that  copied 
the  design  of  Israel’s  official  25th  anniversary  coins  and  shows  a 
copy  of  Israel’s  Declaration  of  Independence  in  Hebrew  at  top  with 
ISRAEL  25TH  ANNIVERSARY  1973  Mini  Bar  STERLING  below. 

I  haven’t  seen  these  for  sale. 

The  Mother  Lode  Mint  (MLM-12)  uses  a  simple  but  graceful  me¬ 
nora  with  7  lit  candles  and  the  base  of  the  menora  includes  a  hexa¬ 
gram  (Shield  of  David)  with  25th  in  the  center.  Above  is  ISRAEL 
and  below  ANNIVERSARY  1973.  This  bar  is  fairly  common. 

Also  reasonably  available  is  the  Patrick  Mint’s  bar  (PAT- 13)  that 
shows  the  hexagram  in  a  circle  with  Shalom  in  Hebrew  and  a  horn 
in  the  center.  The  horn  has  5  dotted  lines  coming  out  ot  it.  I’m  not 
certain  if  this  represents  a  shofar  (ram’s  horn)  with  sound  com¬ 
ing  out,  or  a  cornucopia  with  wealth  coming  out.  Difficult  to  see 
against  the  pebbled  background  are  1948-1973  at  top  left,  Israel 
25th  Anniversary  in  cursive  at  right,  and  ONE  OUNCE  999  SIL¬ 
VER  at  bottom  left. 

The  Silver  Mint  issued  a  fairly  large  number  of  ingots  (TSM-77) 
displaying  the  official  anniversary  logo:  a  plain  menora  with  a  25 
linked  together  like  a  banner,  and  Israel  written  in  Hebrew  at  the 
bottom  where  the  2  and  5  connect.  Below  is  ISRAEL'S  25th  AN¬ 
NIVERSARY  ONE  OUNCE  PURE  SILVER  999  FINE.  Some  bars 
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are  blank  on  the  back  but  others  have  the  same  logo  at  left  with  the 
content  statement  repeated  in  one  line  at  top,  IN  ISRAEL  at  center, 
and  1973  at  bottom  right.  This  bar  is  the  only  one  The  Silver  Mint 
issued  by  itself;  all  others  were  part  of  multi-bar  sets. 

Last  is  the  Llnited  States  Silver  Corporation  ingot  (USSC-145)  that 
has  the  inscription  in  an  oval  (common  to  many  of  their  bars).  A 
large  25  dominates  the  right  with  a  small  hexagram  inside  the  2. 

At  left  is  Israel  in  Hebrew  at  top  followed  by  the  English  ISRAEL 
SILVER  ANNIVERSARY  COMMEMORATIVE  1948-1973. 

The  Israel  numismatic  market  declined  throughout  the  Eighties  and 
Nineties.  Older  collectors  died  off,  and  the  volatile  silver  market 
caused  many  coins  to  be  melted.  However,  I  think  the  main  cause 
was  market  saturation:  by  Israel’s  golden  anniversary  in  1998, 
there  were  forty  years  of  commemoratives,  including  over  100 
coins  (many  gold)  and  a  couple  hundred  medal  types.  A  complete 
collection  was  beyond  most  collector’s  means,  and  the  decline  in 
prices  discouraged  many  from  entering  the  market.  With  Israel 
producing  so  many  silver  coins  and  medals,  there  was  little  need 
for  the  silver  bar  market  to  provide  new  issues.  I  have  never  seen 
a  bar  commemorating  Israel’s  later  anniversaries,  even  the  fiftieth. 
There  is  one  bar  (MEM-9)  for  the  Yom  Kippur  War  (also  in  1973), 
but  none  for  the  Lebanon  War  (1982-5)  or  Israel-Egypt  peace  treaty 
(1979).  The  large  number  of  bar  types  for  Israel’s  silver  anniversary 
seems,  to  be  just  a  case  of  good  timing.
